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Antioch, Warren record wins 



Referendum opinions split at BEST meeting

If Tuesday night's first public meeting 
of the Better Education/Sensible Taxes 
(BEST) citizen's committee is any indica- 
tion of November's referendum vote, it's 
going to another, close race. 

Which way the majority will point is 
anyone's guess. 

More than 100 people attended Tues- 
day's meeting at Antioch Community 
High School, and tempers occasionally 
flared as warm as the muggy high school 
commons. 

The issue was whether or not to ap- 
prove $32 million in bonds to build a new 
high school for Antioch, Lindenhurst and 
Lake Villa students. 

BEST members contend that the bond 



proposal is "all bricks and mortar" with 
no monies appropriated for education. 
More money will be needed for teacher and 
salary increases, new equipment and roads 
and utilities to serve the new school, they 
say. 

BEST further states that according to 
the ACHS district board's own study, the 
old high school could be refurbished for 
$8 million. Warren High School was re- 
built for $14 million, they contend. 

Advocates of the referendum say the old 
high school building at 1133 Main St is 
too small to accomodate a growing 
enrollment. 

Much of Monday night's meeting con- 
sisted of challenges to BEST'S claims, 
most of which were made by ACHS per- 
sonnel and district board members. 



"That was the most slanted information 
I've ever heard," said former ACHS Prin- 
cipal Art Blecke, who rose first to speak 
when the floor was open, 

Blecke's comments drew applause from 
about half the audience, as did the com- 
ments of board members Ted Axton and 
Frank Walsh Jr. and Jim Hintz, co-chair- 
main of the ACHS Citizens Referendum 
Committee. 

Applause was drawn from the other 
half of the audience during statements 
from a smaller number of people who 
spoke against the referendum. 

"What's the rush of going into $32 
million of expense?" asked Joe Hellstem 
of Antioch. "If it was such an emergency 
(to build a new high school), they would 
have brought this up years ago."

Murrill "Mo" Cunnigham, former 
Anlioch mayor, fire department captain, 
businessman and 63-year resident, died at 
his home Sept. 3. He was 78. 

"He did a lot for the town and the 
people in Antioch," said Mayor Robert 
Wilton. "I've heard a lot of people say that 
if it hadn't been for Mo Cunningham, 
they didn't know where they would be." 

Cunningham moved to Antioch in 
1928 and started a small business with a 
Model T truck picking up rubbish. He 
expanded his business during the 1930s to 
include moving home furnishings and 
freight hauling. 

Eventually, he was contracted by the 
U.S. Government to haul mail. During 
the 39 years his firm hauled mail, he had 
up to 45 tractor trailers in operation. 

He served on the Village Board from 
1947 until 1957, when he was elected as 



mayor and served until 1963. During the 
time he was mayor, he was instrumental 
in developing the industrial area of 
Antioch, helping to bring in several new 
industries. 

Cunningham was a farmer, a land 
developer and he operated an excavating 
business in addition to owning and 
operating Cunningham Cartage Co. 

He served for more than 20 years on 
the Antioch Volunteer Fire Department, 
retiring as a captain. 

"He was always very progressive and 
wanted to get things done the best for the 
public," said Todd Maplcthorpe, a member 
of the Antioch Volunteer Fire 
Department. "He was very public 
spirited." 

Cunningham married Alice Gelden in 
1935. She died in 1985.

The Antioch Village Board will 
vote Monday on whether to annex 
land so that Commonwealth Edison 
Power Co. can build its proposed 
power substation. 

But in Lake Villa, where the 
138,000-volt power lines to feed the 
substation would run, attempts to 
pacify residents have failed. 

"I just don't have any other rabbits 
to pull out of the hat right now," said 
Ron Crawford, Waukegan district 
manager for the utility company. 

Crawford met with the Lake Villa 
Village Board and residents last week 
to discuss alternatives to running the 



lines along the railroad track through 
the Village. 

The meeting proved to be futile. 
"The people that were there were 
adamant that they wanted us to inves- 
tigate burying the lines underground 
or other options," Crawford said. 

"We'll go back and look at that 
again, but I'm not sure that our 
analysis will look any different." 

Crawford has said that burying the 
power lines would require Com Ed to 
build oil pumping stations to cool the 
wires underground. This would require 
the purchase and annexation of 
additional land. 



Antioch police taping DUI traffic stops

A videocamera donated to the Antioch 
Police Department by Mothers Against 
Drunk Drivers (MADD) is expected to 
increase drunken driving convictions in 
the Village. 

"Pictures don't lie," said Officer Ron 
Nauman, who has been chosen to have the 
camera mounted on the dashboard of his 
patrol car. 

A wireless microphone is attached to 
Nauman's lapel. With a range of about 60 
yards, the mike is able to record the entire 
traffic stop and sobriety test. 

"It's a nice piece of equipment," he 
said. 

Nauman was picked by Antioch 
because he has the highest number of DUI 
arrests and convictions on the police force. 

The videocamera should make 
Nauman's cases even firmer and more

prosecutable, Antioch police said. 

"We expect when we use this camera 
mat we're going to have a lot less court 
time," said Antioch police Lt. Charles 
Watkins. 

Watkins said that when a defense 
lawyer views a DUI arrest of a client, a 
guilty plea typically will be entered. 
Officers, then, do not have to go through 
a sometimes lengthy court proceeding. 

"Video has an impact on a jury," 



Watkins said. "It's good enough to have 
an officer on sworn testimony, but when 
you've got a videocamera set up in the car, 
and you can see as well as hear, it's pretty 
much an air-tight case." 

The cameras film the reason for the 
traffic stop, such as a car weaving in and 
out of its lane, and help disprove any 
claims by the defendant that correct 
sobriety test procedure was not followed. 



At the same time, the video ensures 
that a police officer stays on his toes 
during any suspected DUI traffic stop. 

The Lake County Sheriffs Office has 
been using videocameras on DUI cases for 
more than a year, spokesman Stanley 
I wan said. 

"We have found them extremely 
successful in prosecution," Iwan said. "All 
of the evidence is recorded by the tape."

On Friday, the high school held 
an open house. Saturday was the party in 
Barrington and a picnic was held on 
Sunday. 

"I can't remember anyone saying they 
didn't have a good time," he said. 

Tragedy strikes in '72 

However, one unfortunate incident 
threw an emotional wrench into the party 
that may have affected later celebrations, 
Fabry and Toby Henry said. 

Weeks before the 10-year reunion, a '62 
Antioch graduate who was integral in 
setting up the party — her maiden name 
was Judy Vevjoda — died in a traffic 
accident 

"It definitely put a bad edge on things," 
Fabry said. "She was very involved." 

Ten years later, the melancholy 



remained. There were no plans for a 20- 
year reunion for the '62 grads. 

"No one whom I still had contact with 
ever mentioned it, M said Fabry. "So I 
guess it just got put aside." 

Reunion plans rekindle 

Put aside for another decade, until Toby 
Henry decided it was time again to get 
together. He has talked about it for a year. 

Then, encouraged by his wife's 20-year 
reunion at Waukegan High School this 
summer — "I saw how much everybody 
enjoyed themselves and had a good time" 
— Henry put out the call to local 
newspapers. 

He also had a chance encounter with 
Fabry, who became intrigued with the 
idea. 

"I'm really interested to see how many 
will respond and make it, and see how 
those folks have changed," said Fabry, 
whose three children have graduated from 
Antioch Community High School. 

Where the '62 grads will come from is 
not really known. 

"There's a handfull of us still around 
here," Fabry said. "We bump into each 
other once in a while." 

But a full-scale reunion will be "a 
means of touching base again with the 
people you spent four years of your life 
with," he said. 

"As we all develop careers and go our 
own ways, this becomes important to us. 
It becomes a tool to get back in contact 
with those who were near and dear to us." 

Back to that pivotal point 

For Toby Henry, a manager of a 
maintenance firm that keeps up 20,000 
homes for the government, getting back 
means something extra. 

"I grew up in Chicago, in the inner 
city.

problems," he said. 

When his parents faced a choice of 
moving away from the city or sending 
their son to a correctional institute, they 
came to Lake County. 

A smaller class size and encouragement 
to join sports awaited young Henry at 
Antioch. 

"I attribute the education that I got at 
Antioch to changing my life," he said. 

Big job ahead 

Still, 20 years is a long while to wait 
and try to regroup. 

It's enough time to have a child, watch 
he or she graduate from high school and 



go off to work or college. It's, five 
presidential administrations. 

Fabry said contacting fellow graduates 
may be rougher this time because in '72, 
at least many of their parents still were 
living in the area. 

The high school has helped all it can 
by furnishing a list of the original 
graduate names. The rest is up to the 
Henrys. 

Toby plans to give it his best shot 

He wants to sit at a ballroom table 
somewhere in Lake County and sip a 
drink with old friends, "maybe with a 
little 50s, early 60s music playing in the 
background."

Tax and spend local politicians in 
Illinois have held home rule in high regard 
ever since the 1970 state Constitution 
permitted communities under 25,000 
population to adopt home rule with its 
increased freedom to levy taxes. Their high 
regard has been tempered only by caution 
over reprisals that might be unleashed by 
angry taxpayers fearful of the blank check 
style of grassroots government 

The timidity of officialdom has resulted 
in few and far between smaller 
municipalities with home rule. Long 
Grove was the last community in this 
locality to try for home rule and the effort 
was defeated badly. 

Mayor Ed Godt and trustees of 
Lakcmoor(pop. 1,322) arc anything but 
timid so they have decided to pose the 
question of adopting home rule as part of 
their "bigger is better" quest on the Nov. 5 
ballot. If the referendum is approved, the 
board announced that a one-half percent 



sales tax will be imposed on all general 
merchandise for beginners. 

The small east McHenry County 
community already has blueprints for a 
mega shopping center, a project that has 
officials in nearby Fox Lake and 
Wauconda shivering, and an aggressive 
annexation posture that has property 
owners on both sides of the Lake- 
McHcnry county line lining up at the cash 
register manned by zealous developers. 

Mayor Godt bridles over the dictates of 
state and county law, viewing home rule 
as a means for Lakemoor to conduct its 
business unfettered. With home rule 
powers in his hip pocket, Godt just might 
be able to attain greatness for Lakemoor. 
Residents in towns as far away as Lake 
Zurich and Grayslakc won't have to worry 
about becoming "another Schaumburg," as 
open space advocates arc wont to fret. 
Lakemoor will have gotten there first

Costly college 
still rates good 
as investment

If you are the parent of a five-year-old 
you'd like to see enter college at age 18, 
better start socking away $2,254 per year 
to attend a public university. 

And if you want little Jack or little Jill 
to attend a posh private university, your 
annual investment for 13 years will be 
$6,687. 

Those staggering figures were compiled 
by James Krone Jr., associate editor of 
Illinois Times writing in the current 
Chicago Enterprise, a respected business 
publication. 

Krohe found that tuition at Illinois 
colleges and universities, both public and 
private, rose at twice the rate of inflation 
during the 1980's. Need today far out- 
distances available financial aid. Higher 
education is becoming a domain of the 
wealthy. Everyone else is punished 
unmercifully. 

While parents of college-bound toddlers 
have almost two decades to prepare, 
today's parents and students are faced with 
staggering costs that range from an 
average four-year cost of $13,700 for a 
private to a $7,200 mean cost for a 
public. Nearby Northwestern is charging 
$14,370 this year. Krone pointed out that

The 
rule of thumb is that college costs as an 
investment pay a 10 percent return over a 
lifetime. 

So investing in your offspring's future 
still is a good deal. When was it 
otherwise?

students, an appropriate use. 

The increase in students referred to as 
slight was actually 235 students last year. 
This year's enrollment increase is over 
325 and the total increase over the last 6 
years is now over 1,400 students. The an- 
nual cost to educate each child is currently 
estimated at approximately $4500 per 
year. This means that the ongoing annual 
cost to educate these 560 new students 
(last year and this years increase) exceeds 
$2,500,000 annually. Monies being levied 
for the 1991 tax year will be needed to ed- 
ucate the 1,000 additional students antici- 
pated over the next three to four years. 
Consequently the level of the 1990 levy 
cannot be viewed as producing extra 
money annually that can be used to build 
buildings. These dollars will be needed for 
direct education costs. 

The suggestion that $2,000,000 per 
year for the next six years be allocated to- 
ward building costs ignores the fact that 
all construction costs have to be available 
and paid as construction occurs during the 
18 months required to build the schools. 
In addition all new buildings require voter 
approval (referendum). Just as one must 
secure funds for a new home through a 
mortgage, in advance of actually begin- 
ning construction, the school district must 
secure its funds for a mortgage (the bond 
issue) before it can begin its construction 
of new buildings. This suggestion also 
means that the building would be avail- 
able in 1997 which would put our stu- 
dents in overcrowded conditions for at 
least six additional years. 

Regarding the comment made relative 
to the board action to freeze the tax levy 
for 1991 at the 1990 level several points 
are worth noting. This actually will do 
much more than just freeze the tax rate. It 
will actually drive the tax rate down. The 
intention of the school board in taking 
this action is to cause a reduction in the 
actual taxes paid to the school district by 
individual taxpayers. This is something 
the Board of Education has worked toward 
for the last six years through the careful 



management of its budget and is pleased 
with the accomplishment. We are at- 
tempting to provide some tax relief while 
still meeting the housing needs of our 
growing student body. In light of recent 
tax cap legislation which will allow 
taxing bodies an opportunity to increase 
their levies by five percent, it is notewor- 
thy that the District 95 board has chosen 
to actually freeze their levy.

A controversial taxpayers' watchdog 
organization headquartered in Liberty vi lie 
that has attracted attention throughout 
Lake County is shifting gears from a 
candidate orientation to a focus on issues. 

The change in direction was underscored 
by one of the founders, Jack Martin, a 
prominent businessman, who described in 
enthusiastic terms efforts of I- 
RATE(Individuals for Responsible and 
Accountable Tax Equity) proposing 
changes in state law to require at 
occupancy immediate assessment by local 
assessors for billing property taxes. 

The proposal applies to both 
commercial and industrial property 
besides residential. 

Implementation of immediate assessing 
with follow up tax collection would 
eliminate the need for controversial 
impact fees designed to fill the present 
gap when property is utilized and when it 
appears on the tax rolls. 

Martin called impact fees "musical 
mirrors" that are marginally beneficial 
while hyping building costs over market 
value. 

I-RATE researched the current delay in 
tax collections from new growth and 
development in the Libertyville area and 
found a net loss to the community 
between impact fees and what would have 
been collected in taxes had the property

been assessed immediately. 

Over a three-year period, Libertyville 
Grade School Dist 70 collected $144,954 
in impact fees as compared to lost taxes 
of $1,238,904. For the same period, 
High School Dist 128 collected $152,052 
in impact fees compared to $2,409,807 in 
lost real estate tax. 

Using an "average rate" of $7.50 for the 
county, the formula determined that all 
Lake County taxing bodies may have 
lost of $80 million for the period 1988- 
90, according to Martin. 

I-RATE sent out 150 letters containing 
the earlier assessing proposal to 
influential citizens starting with the 
governor. 

Martin stressed that the imposition of 
impact fees "has the effect of 
incrementally increasing the assessed 
valuation of all property." This causes a 
"ripple" effect where everyone pays more 
taxes because of the artificial increase in 
assessed valuation.

Lake County's connection to Silicon Valley

There is a little piece of Silicon Valley 
right here in Lake County. Laser 
Computer, Inc., of Lake Zurich has been 
manufacturing computers in the city since 
1988 moving to its present location at 
800 Church in Nov. 1985. The Lake 
County firm is perhaps best known as the 
^industry pioneer of the all-in-one, box 
concept. 

Recently, the firm signed a distribution 
agreement with Intelligent Electronics, 
Inc. to continue the distribution of a broad 
Hn6 of Laser Computer products through 
66 BizMart supercenters and begin 
offering the line to its more than 1,000 
computer specialty resellers. Intelligent 
computers will be marketing all-in-one 
systems, CPUs and peripherals. 

"This partnership is a perfect match for 
both companies strategies,'" said David 
W. Gish, President of Laser Computer, 
Inc. "Our all-in-one systems are a natural 
fit for the Intelligent supercenter concept, 
which offers customers one-stop shopping 
for office and computer products." 

With 150 employees at its Lake Zurich 
plant, Laser is one of only three true 
computer manufacturers in Illinois 
according to company spokesman Grant 
Dahlke. "A computer manufacture like 
Laser, Zenith and Arias, makes some part 
or all of the system while an assembler 
buys parts from various distributors and 
assembles them into a finished product." 
Dahlke and Laser officials contend that as 
a" manufacturer they provide a superior 



product, because of the consistency in 
parts. "A manufacturer may get . an 
external drive from one wholesaler one 
month and from another next month, thus 
the ability for all parts to function 
together correctly is reduced." 

Laser pioneered the "all-in-one-box" 
concept in computers and is also know for 
producing the only legal Apple 
compatible computers. "With the one- 
box concept, the consumer can literally, 
take the computer out of the box, plug it 
in and be ready to go," Dahlke said. "It 
eliminates the need to purchase a separate 
monitor, disc drives, keyboard and other 
components.

Laser originally targeted cost-conscious 
consumers, small businesses and work-at- 
home professionals for their all-in-concept 
user-friendly computers. The line of 
personal computers which features the 
Geo-Works Ensemble Graphic User 
Interface allows the novice and the 
experienced computer user to easily run 
the built in software. Geo Works allows 
the user to operate the system by 
"pointing and clicking" with a mouse. 
There is no need to learn commands. 

It also features an appliance level for 
beginners, personal information 
management, Geo Draw Graphics 
Program, Geo Comm Communications 
Program, GeoWrite Word Processing, 
which can be used for desk-top publishing 
and a MS-DOS Operating system. 
Additionally, it has an automated 



intelligent system installation allowing 
the user to install IBM-compatible 
programs' of their own and create a 
"button" for them on the pictorial menu 
that eliminates the need to use "the c- 
prompt" with IBM software. "Because it 
is so easy to use and versatile. enough for 
business users or the individual who needs 
to do their IBM-compatible work at home, 
it has become popular for the family 
because it can be used by children and 
computer knowledgeable adults;" Dahlke 
continued. 

Although their original target was the 
home consumer and small business user, 
Laser is also growing in use by the 
business world. "We've found that the 
business manager likes the all-in-one 
concept as well," Dahlke said. "He can 
take the computer out of the box and place 
it on an employees desk arid be in 
business. They like the ease of use and 
convenience of our products. It has helped 
us to break the barrier between amateur 
and professional users." 

The Lake County firm has also 
cemented their reputation with the 
consumer in mind offering an on-site one- 
year warranty and free technical support by 
phone. "I believe we are the only major 
computer company that offers free 
telephone support to our consumers," 
Dahlke said. "We were designed with the 
consumer in mind, it's our first priority." 

Laser hopes to continue to be on the 
leading edge of the computer business by 
introducing "multi-media" equipment. 
Displaying a CD/ROM Drive, Dahlke 
explained that "this is the fore-front of 



technology." The Compact Disc/ROM 
Drive can store 600 mega bites of 
information and will lead to the 
interfacing of text, sound and graphics. 

Their Com-Dex Show entry, the largest 
national computer show held annually in 
Las Vegas, this fall will be their multi- 
media line and notebook line of personal 
computers. "We've waited a little on 
introducing a note-book line while feeling 
out consumer needs,' Dahlke said. "Ours 
is a true portable that is performance 
orientated and entry-level priced." 

At its Lake Zurich plant, Laser 
employees do product research, marketing,' 
testing, manufacturing and packaging as 
well as customer service operations. 

Laser Computer, Inc.', is the only 
manufacturer of two main home 
computing standards. There is a full line 
of IBM compatible computers, from 
standard XTs to advanced 486 systems. 
Most recently, the PC4 line of portable 
computers was introduced in both a IBM 
and Macintosh compatible version. 

The company began in May 1983 as 
Video Technology U.S. It's first product 
was the Apple compatible external disk 
drives. The company was renamed Video 
Technology Computers, Inc, in March of 
1986 the same time it introduced its 
Apple compatible computer.

Health insurance costs for self-employed, a national disgrace

I was talking a few days 
ago with a friend of mine 
named Jack. He had lost his 
job because his employer of 
over twenty years had de- 
termined his company had 
to retrench if it was to 
compete effectively in the 
years ahead. 

Now, my friend was not 
desperate. He had negotiated 
a solid separation package. 
This included full salary for 
a number of months, a con- 
tinuation of benefits and 
outplacement assistance. 

In his early fifties, Jack 
was thinking that this 
seemingly unfortunate event 
in his and his family's life 
really presented him with an 
opportunity to reassess his 
own condition. 

He had decided to review 
his career options with the 
objective of spending more 
time with his wife and two 
teenage daughters. 

Chief among his op- 
tions was that of going into 
business for himself. An 
experienced and capable fi- 
nancial executive, Jack 
thought that hanging out 
his shingle as a financial 
consultant to small busi- 
nesses would be a way for 
him to build on his experi- 
ence and, at the same time, 
pass along his expertise to 
those most in need of it. 

Jack figured that he 
could charge affordable fees, 
limiting his clientele to the 



metropolitan Chicago area, 
and after the year or two of 
hard work associated with 
any start-up, earn a respec- 
table living and give pro- 
gressively more time and at- 
tention to his family. 
Unpleasant duty 

He wanted to talk with 
me about what might be in- 
volved with his re-creating 
the benefit package that he 
had enjoyed with his em- 
ployer. It was my un- 
pleasant duty to tell him he 
would find it difficult to do 
so. As I worked through his 
options, I became angrier at 
how limited and expensive 
his health insurance alterna- 
tives actually were. 

It was out of the ques- 
tion, first of all, that he 
could affordable recreate the 
comprehensive benefit pack- 
age he had become accus- 
tomed to. For him to do so 
would cost $600-700 per 
month, with premiums in 
recent years escalating at 
over twenty percent per an- 
num. 

One large Chicago based 
health insurer that for years 
had provided a reasonable ar- 
ray of individual health in- 
surance products had levied 
annual increases in pre- 
miums of over one hundred 
percent — necessary, I as- 
sume; because of its notori- 
ously poor administrative, 
claims and investment per- 
formances. 

The only other writers 



of individual health insur- 
ance coverage were smaller, 
thinly capitalized carriers 
fully capable of withdraw- 
ing abruptly from the indi- 
vidual health insurance bus- 

This way 
to wealth 

incss in the event of adverse 
experience as many had al- 
ready done. 
Troubles starting 

But my friend's troubles 
were only beginning. His 
twelve-year-old daughter had 
suffered rheumatic fever as a 
child and its residual effects 
on her circulatory system 
had caused her to become a 
severely "substandard" risk. 
So he was forced to look to 
insurance companies spe- 
cializing in such risks. 

These companies offered 
insurance for her, though 
the coverages were signifi- 
cantly limited and in all 
cases left him with much 
greater out-of-pocket finan- 
cial exposure than expected. 
The costs for this coverage, 
$400-500 per month just 
for his daughter's coverage. 

So my friend was sud- 
denly confronted with 
spending over $1,000 per 
month on health insurance 
coverage for his family. 
Moreover, he was looking 
at monthly premium in- 



creases of $150-300 each 
year for as far into the fu- 
ture as we could sec. And 
for all of this, he was ob- 
taining less coverage and 
facing direct annual out-of- 
pocket expenses far in ex- 
cess of those he had paid 
while an employee. 
Can't afford 

Well, you've doubtless 
guessed the outcome of our 
discussion. Jack's enthusias- 
tic plans for the future have 
been discarded. He simply 
cannot afford the increased 
premiums for insurance 
coverage and the out-of- 



pocket costs for health 
protection that he faces as a 
self-employed person. 

What will Jack do? He'll 
find a job with a corpora- 
tion doing something he 

really does not want to do 
so he can obtain affordable 
health coverage. Or, he'll do 
what he wants to do with 
his career at the risk of not 
being able to fully pay for 
the health needs of his fam- 
ily. This is a shame for 
Jack. Worse, it is a national 
disgrace.

A Wauconda man's suicide resulted from 
problems with his girlfriend, police 
reports indicate. 

Paul Arthur Wagner, 24, hung himself 
in the garage/rccrcadon area of his parents 
home at 209 S. Maple, Sept 4. 

His father, Arthor Wagner, found him 
hanging from a beam in the garage near a 
refrigerator.

Wagner said he went to bed after the 
football game, but awoke about 4:56 a.m.

His son went inside and 
discovered the bodies which were later 
transported to the Lake County Coroner's 
facility. 

The couple was married Aug. 13 and 
recently moved into the home.

A College of Lake

"Some of the voters had 
moved and had not re- 
registered to reflect their 
current addresses, making 
them invalid," Havemann 
said. "Of course I'm 
disappointed.

the board. I do feel the 
board were: Arthur Kent, 
CLC Vice President and 
board secretary along with 
two members of the board 
of trustees: Millicent 
Bcrliantand Nancy Block.

"From what I understand, Gavin has the 
lowest paid teachers in Lake County. 

"When we lived in Wisconsin, I saw 
what strikes can do to normal people," 
Bihler continued. "I'm not going to send 
my daughter through a picket line." 

While there's a great deal of support 
for the union among parents, the school 
board has its share of backers too, and 
some of them have been out to picket the 
teachers* picket lines. 

An open letter, "Support Our School 
Board," is being circulated by a group 
called The Taxpayers Who Support the 
Gavin School Board.

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ctor/h a Ird re sscr/ English major /former loan 
officer, Will Tremont grew up the son of a part- 
time magician and has been around magic for all 
of his 39 years. 
But it wasn't until his brother, Tom, became a 
successful professional magician that he decided 
to study and perform magic professionally. 

Nearly 10 years later, Tremont, his brother, his 80-year- 
old father and a nephew all share the knowledge of the 
magician's secret code. 

"I think the secret of performing magic is to make the 
audience enjoy the show enough that they forget about 
trying to figure out the tricks and just sit back and relax," 
Tremont said. "My father is really impressed with what 
we've been able to do In the magic business and also with 
what my brother and I both chose to do after five years of

Tricks and illusion 
sales continue to be 
firm but arc anything 
but magical. 

"I don't believe that 
anyone could survive 
on selling magic 
alone. There just Isn't 
that much business 
around," says Ron 
Ferraro, owner of 
Fantasy Festival 
Costume/Magic 
Center In Crystal 
Lake. 

To make a living, Ferraro rents costumes 
and sells practical jokes in addition to 
selling magic tricks. 

His merchandise ranges from the simple 
$2.95 variety of tricks to larger illusions, 
such as flash pans or an item called "Run 
Rabbit Run" — his most expensive — that 
sells for $175. 

The larger illusions — sawing a person 
In half, for example — are not stocked at 
Fantasy Festival but can be ordered. Or 




custom made, as 
Ferraro also is a 
carpenter. 

The tricks come to 
his shop through 
magic supply dis- 
tributors or, in some 
cases, Individuals 
who have con- 
structed an illusion in 
their garage. 

And new tricks 
never stop coming, 
he says. 
"If somebody in-vents something, 

somebody else turns it into a trick," 

Ferraro says. 

The latest is an illusion where the 

magician blows soap bubbles into the air, 

then grabs one and hands it to the 

spectator. The soap bubble turns out to 

be a clear, plastic ball. 

"Magic comes and goes in cycles and 

right now, it's In," Ferraro says of his eight 

years with Fantasy Festival.

Following 
graduation from Southern Illinois 
University he worked as a loan officer 
before establishing Will Tremont's Hair 
Design on Wauconda's mains tree t "In a 
lot of ways magic is like being a 
hairdresser," he said. "Halrdrcsslng is one- 
on-one like close-up magic. Both require 
manual dexterity and good people skills. 
Once you acquire the manual skill its the 
people you play to" 

Tremont's favorite trick is one where 
he makes a silk handkerchief disappear, 
reappear, change colors and travel across 
the room. "I was doing it one time to a 
colorblind audience and they just stared 
at me. I thought they were just amazed 
that the color changed," he said jokingly. 
The trick is one he often saw his father 
perform and one of the first ones he 
perfected when he began studying magic 
seriously with his brother in the mid 
1980's. 

"I thought about it growing up but I 
guess our home life was different," he 
said. "My father was always doing magic 
and loved to do it for our friends. In the 
summer living here on the lake, there 
were always people in and out and he 
always performed for them." 

Today, his 80-year-old father, Mike, 
still occasionally performs magic and 
teaches ballroom and country and 
western dancing through Adult Education 
Classes at Mundelein High School. 

In Tremont's performances, he 
concentrates on close-up and stand-up 
magic routines. "My performance is more 
like a comedian and the props arc the 
magic," he said. "All I bring onto the stage 
is a bag of simple props that Include 
ordinary playing cards, rope and

handkerchiefs," he said. "He Is also known 
for his rendition of the three shell game, 
where he lets a person catch on just 
enough to think they've got It down and 
then when their confidence Is up- 1 - watch 
out 

Tremont says magic is more popular 
than ever and that glitzy editing tricks on 
television and in movies have helped to 
enhance the appeal of the live act. "Big 
names like David Coopcrficld and Pcnn 
and Teller have through television and 
large performances exposed a lot of 
people to their magic, but I think that 
there is a real appreciation for the type of 
show I do which gets the audience 
involved," he said. "We are so inundated 
with technological tricks from television 
and videos that people have a real 
appreciation to see it up front They know 
that it is not an editing trick or a change of 
camera angle, they know you're doing it 
and that is perhaps even more amazing in 
this age." 

Tremont performs for corporate 
gatherings, trade shows — where he 
weaves the product into his act, private 
parties, Hospitality Suites and each 
Saturday evening at the Gale Street Inn in 
Diamond Lake. "I really enjoy audience 
participation and performing to small 
groups," he said. "At Gale Street I have an 
opportunity to try out a lot of new ideas 
and work the bugs out of routines," he 
commented. "It's a great place to perform 
because I can go through the tables 
unnoticed and work the Individual 
tables."

Kathy Morris sat thoughtfully for 
a long while before answering the 
most difficult question of her 
interview— what did she dislike 
most about her job? 

"I love it so much It's hard to 
think of an answer," she said. "I 
think I like everything, I Just don't 
have enough time to do it. I create 
my own whirlwind of fun at work." 
For many, it's hard to Imagine a 
job loved so much there isn't 
enough hours in the day to enjoy it, but 
it's a genuine fact of life for Morris, 
activities director at Hawthorne Lakes 
Retirement Community. 

Standing barely four-feet tall, Morris 
packs a giant-sized amount of love, 
interest, sincerity, enthusiasm and spunk 
In every contact she makes with any of the 
240 residents in the community. She takes 
time in her busy schedule, peppered with 
unexpectancics to look out for someone 
standing on the sidelines from the crowd. 
"I've learned that a touch is worth all the 
money in the world and a hug is very 
important 

"The needs of the seniors are the same 
as everyone else," she said. "We want to 
contribute to the community. We want to 
be recognized for ourselves. I have such a 
love for them," 

Morris, a Round Lake Beach resident, 
began her career with seniors as activities 
director for the Senior Center through the 
Round Lake Area Park District in 1979. She 
was enrolled In classes for business and 
accounting when a friend brought the job 
opening to Morris' attention. 

"1 always had an excitement In me to do 
service work and be with people, " Morris 
said. "It seemed odd for mc to be cooped 
up in an office with numbers." 

She applied for the position and was 



selected. B, I have all these people,' I 
thought, 'Now what am I going to do?' I 
was from one era and they were from 
another with many different interests. 
But, once I realized we had a lot more in 
common it was exciting to be a part of 
creating a smile in another person. 

"I'm a firm believer that laughter Is the 
best medicine," she added, "If we can joke 
and kid while we're going through hard 
times, it makes life more worthwhile." 

Her position as activities director 
escalated to senior center coordinator and 
her responsibilities tripled.

2 stars for 'Dead Again ? |l 

England's would-be version of a 1990 Orson Wells, Kenneth Branagh, seems to have 
movie lenses too big for his talents as he tries to emulate all the old Hollywood geniuses 
in a single salvo in "Dead Again." 
, The fact that he did a pretty passable job two years ago when he came out with a new 
film version of "Henry V" obviously convinced 

Branagh that he is a reincarnation of Mr. Wel ls, Alfred Hitchcock, and Woody Al len, all 
rolled into one. 

Not only does he steal technique from 
these greats, but he relics on dozens of well- 
known historic Hollywood scenarios to create 
what was meant to be a light comedlc thriller. 

"Dead Again" turns out to be a hodge 
podge of loot from "Citizen Kane," "Rebecca" 
and many other film classics. 

Branagh, not only directs the film, but he 
also plays the two male leading roles. His real- 
life wife, Emma Thompson, plays the two 
female leading roles. 

Besides the use of camera techniques 
perfected by Wells, and Hitchcock, the use of 
black and white versus color in differentiating 
between the present and the past is pretty old 
hat 

But in "Dead Again," Branagh just doesn't 
have the know-how to weave these two 'Dead Again 1 
complicated plots together smoothly. His lack of experience shows when Branagh the 
director cannot sec what Branagh the actor is doing wrong. 

The familiar plot has its moments in the talc of a detective and his amnesic client 
being the reincarnate souls of a 1940's continental couple. This pre-WWII husband gets 
the hot seat for murdering his wife with a scissors. Branagh 's conception is a choppy one, 
with too much intended cleverness thrown in. In a season of successful comedy spoofs 
and parodies, "Dead Again" has glimmers of these. 

Maybe if Branagh had the talents of the ZAZ trio (Zucker brothers and Jim 
Abrahams — "Hot Shots," "Airplane," and "Naked Gun"), with the same story line and 
using the nostalgia the right way, he just might have had another successful satirical 
coupe. 

There are cameo shots by Robin Williams and Andy Garcia. 

Williams steals the show as a has-been psychiatrist that's held-up hi a supermarket 

We give "Dead Again," a comedy-suspense thriller which failed to keep us hanging or 
laughing for more man seconds at a time, two out of 5 stars. ES. Violent and bloody 
scenes sell when they are encased with the rock-em sock-em artistry of a "Lethal 
Weapon" or a "Die Hard." This ending scene just lays there and nauseates. This is an "It" 
rated movie— by GLORIA DAVIS 



For the "perfect" vacation, a cruise is probably the hands down choice. But 
because it costs to live like a millionaire, this kind of get-away often is reserved for 
rare special occasions such as a honeymoon, 25th wedding anniversary or

Fortunately, there are other, more modest, avenues to indulge this 
passion — from simple boat rides on one of the area's many local lakes to a scenic 
escape on Lake Michigan aboard one of the excursion boats. For those with 
deeper pockets, a meal aboard the Star of Chicago was the ultimate treat 

Now there's a new kid on the dock. Odyssey, a $5.2 million craft berthed at Navy 

Pier, bills Itself as Chicago's most luxurious lakefront gourmet dining ship. It is a 

beauty, although with a kitchen trying to sate appetites of 500-pIus guests at one 

time, some compromises are bound to occur and the "gourmet" label may be 

stretching it a bit 

The limited menu that will change every two months featured a tasty gumbo 

enhanced with sausage and okra in mid-summer. Other starters ranged from scallops in a 

puff pastry to shrimp remoulade. A so-so toss salad (the lettuce had grit!) was 

accompanied by a likable French bread. 

Main course choices went from grilled breast of chicken with wild mushroom sauce to 
fcttuccine with shrimp and artichokes (though the chef was stingy with the shrimp). 
Prime Rib with Gulf shrimp carried an extra $8 tariff— surprising, in view of the $60-plus- 
tax a person fixed price for the cruise. Wine and cocktails are extra. 

For dessert, they serve a serviceable chocolate pecan pie, among other sweets. 
Plan on boarding between 6 and 7 p.m. for the three-hour trip that takes in the glittery 
downtown and elegant Gold Coast skylines. 

Sit-down dining service is offered on two decks, Emerald and Souleiado. This 
particular Friday night, settled in the clubby comfort of the Emerald deck with a view of 
the lake, worries of the workaday world seemed to disappear with each passing wave. 
Even the slow service was forgivea (Or did having the company of a significant someone 
to share the moment help make the wait less burdensome?) 

Live entertainment was available — a female vocalist accompanied by a pianist on one 
deck and a rock group on another— but it was secondary to the natural spectacle topside, 
with the refreshing lake breezes and peek-a-boo stars above working their magic 

Michael Higgins, one of the co-owners, said in 13 weeks of sailing, some 50,000 
passengers have cruised 
aboard the Odyssey. "We're 
developing a new mindset 
toward cruises, and it's 
working," he said, adding that 
a second Odyssey already has 
been corn-missioned.

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Tomatoes — ^Afore Inventive Ideas 

This is the season when fresh tomatoes come into 
their full glory; the very best-tasting one is vine-ripened, 
picked when the entire fruit is in full blush. Tomato 
plants continue to produce all the way till frost sets In; 
when the time comes to harvest the last of the tomatoes 
before frost kills, here Is an idea for cooking green 
tomatoes. 

Green tomatoes: Wash green tomatoes and pat dry. 
Thickly slice and dip into corn meal, flour or fine dry 
bread crumbs seasoned with salt and pepper. Shake off 
the excess coating. Saute tomatoes until lightly browned 
in a butter-oil combination or in bacon fat. 

Serve for breakfast with eggs and sausage or the even- 
ing meal as a side-dish. 

Homemade Tomato Sauce 

Make this sauce when tomatoes are plentiful. I freeze 
and have it on hand to use in preparing lasagna, pizza 
or any recipe calling for tomato sauce. 

13 lbs. fresh tomatoes 

3 cloves garlic, minced 

3 medium onions, chopped 

3 green peppers, chopped 

1/2 cup chopped fresh parsley 

1/4 (or less) cup firmly packed 

brown sugar 
2Tbl. salt 

1 1/2 Tbl. dried oregano, crushed 
1 Tbl. dried basil, crushed 
1/2 tsp. freshly ground pepper 

Heat oven to 350°F. Pour boiling water over toma- 
toes, let stand 1 minute; drain and cover with cold 



water. Remove skins and cores; cut each tomato into 
fourths. Place in large kettle; bring to boil, stirring fre- 
quently. Reduce heat to medium; cover kettle and cook 
until tomatoes are very soft, stirring occasionally. Re- 
move from heat; cool. Process to coarse consistency in 
blender or food processor. Return tomatoes to kettle; 
add remaining ingredients. Bring to boil over high heat; 
place in oven and cook, uncovered, stirring occasionally 
until consistency of commercial tomato sauce. Cool. 
Ladle into freezer containers in usable-size portions to 
within one inch of top, allowing for expansion. Cover 
securely and freeze. Make 5 pints. 





Fresh Tomato Soup 

A real favorite of mine; absolutely ripe tomatoes are 
essential for delicate and flavorful soup. 
4 lbs. ripe tomatoes 
3 Tbl. oil 
2 1/2 cups chopped onions «©.. o»*^pm 
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1 cup chopped leeks 
1 cup sliced carrots 

1 clove garlic, minced 
1/2 tsp. sugar 

2 Tbl. flour 

7 sprigs parsley 
2 stalks celery with leaves 

8 cups chicken broth 
salt and pepper 
Peel, seed and roughly chop tomatoes (about 6 

cups). In a large saucepan, heat oil and saute the onions 
and leeks until wilted and golden. Add 2 cups of the 
tomatoes, the carrots, garlic and sugar, and cook to- 
gether, stirring, until the moisture has evaporated and 
the mixture is thick. The cooking time varies, from 10-25 
minutes, depending on the tomatoes. Add flour and 
cook for 2-3 minutes till smooth. Tie together the pars- 
ley and celery and add to the saucepan. Add remaining 
tomatoes and 3 cups of the broth. Cook for 10-15 min- 
utes, add the remaining broth and simmer for 20 min- 
utes. Remove the parsley and celery and lightly process 
In a food processor. Texture is nice in this soup; season 
with salt and freshly ground pepper. Serve with home- 
made croutons. Makes 2 1/2-3 quarts. 



Homemade Tomato Juice Cocktail 

So-o-o good and fresh tasting; move over 'V-8'! I 
make lots for a brunch; freeze the Juice cocktail in ice- 
cube trays and use in glasses to chill the drink. 

11 cups fresh tomatoes 

3 cups chopped celery 

3/4 cup chopped green pepper 

2 bay leaves 

3 Tbl. chopped onion 
1 1/2 tsp. salt 

3 tsp. Worcestershire cause 
1 1/2 tsp. horseradish 
3 dashes Tabasco sauce 

In a pot slowly cook tomatoes, celery, green pepper, 
bay leaf and onion for 20 minutes. Put through a seive 
and add salt, Worcestershire sauce, Tabasco sauce and 
horseradish. Chill for 3 hours. Serve with lemon wedges 
in chilled glasses. Makes 8 to 9 cups. 

Tomato Quiche 

Great for an autumnal lunch accompanied with a 
salad of greens and apple tart for dessert 

1 10-Inch unbaked pie crust 

2 Tbl. butter 

1 medium onion, diced 

3 large tomatoes, skinned, seeded and chopped 

1 tsp. salt 

1/4 tsp. pepper 

1/4 tsp. dried thyme, crushed 

1/2 lb. natural Swiss cheese, diced 

3 eggs 

salt and pepper to taste 

1 cup half-and-half or heavy cream 

Fresh parsley for garnish 

Melt butter in a saucepan and saute onion about 10 
minutes. Add tomatoes, salt, pepper and thyme and 
continue cooking for 5 minutes, over high heat to re- 
duce liquid. Put mixture into 10-inch pie crust Sprinkle 
the diced cheese over crust Beat eggs, add salt and pep- 
per to taste and beat in cream. Pour over mixture in pie 
shell. Bake 10 minutes at 425°F., then reduce heat to 
375°F. and continue baking for about 35 minutes, or un- 
til pan contents are firm to the touch. Rest 10 minutes 
before cutting. Serve in wedges on plates with fresh 
parsley for garnish. Makes 1 10-inch quiche

Looking for a colorful 
focal point for your deck 
or patio? Or maybe a cool 
escape from the afternoon 
sun? Try a tree or large 
shrub in an oversize con- 
tainer and see how: it 
transforms your outdoor 
space. 

This handsome 
planter, 22-inch square, is 
big enough to hold an 8- 
ft to 10-ft tree. (With this 
container, you can even 
add a tree in mid- 
season— just leave it in 
the nursery until it's safe 
to transplant The planter 
will easily hold a 15 to 20 
gallon plant can.) 

The plant container, 
which requires no special 



skills or tools to build, is 
made form standard size 
western lumber. For 
durability, use lumber 
that has been pressure- 
treated for ground 
contact, or use a decay- 
resistant species such as 
Western Red Cedar. 

For the base you will 
need lengths of 2x4, 17- 
1/2 inches long, and five 
lengths of 1x4, 19 inches 
long. Butt each 2x4 over 
the next at one end to 
form a 19-inch square. 
(The 2x4s are joined on 
edge.) Glue and nail each 
joint with two 12d 
galvanized nails, pre- 
drilled to prevent split- 
ting. Space the 1x4s 



evenly across the top of 
the 2x4s to form the base, 
allowing about 1/4-inch 
between boards for 
drainage. You also may 

want to drill several 1- 
inch holes for additional 
drainage. The base can be 
covered with rust-proof 
screen to prevent dirt 
from washing out 

For the sides and 
upper frame you will need 
20 lengths of 2x4, 20-in. 
long; 16 lengths of 1x1, 20- 
in. long, and 4 lengths of 
1x4, 18-1 /4-in. long. 

Mark all four sides of 
the base 1-1/2 in. from the 
bottom edge. Using glue 
and 8d galvanized nails, 



attach the eight corner 
2x4s to the base so the 
lower edges are even with 
the mark. Lap and glue 
the 2x4 s at the corners as 
shown. 

Glue and nail the 1x4 
upper frame to the inside 
of the corner 2x4 s about 2 
in. from the top. Butt the 
upper frame at the 
corners as shown. Glue 
and' nail the remaining 



2x4s in place, alternating 
them with the lxl spacers. 
Nail to the upper frame 
from the Inside to conceal 
nail holes. 

Make sure the sides 
are square and plumb, 
then reinforce the corners 
with three 2-1/2 in. rust- 
proof screws per joint 
The screws may be 
countersunk and plugged 
for a more finished 



appearance. For easy mo- 
bitty, install heavy duty 
casters on the base. 

Finish the planter 
inside and out with an 
exterior stain, paint or 
water-repellent finish. 
Before painting, line the 
interior with a plastic 
sheeting (a large plastic 
yard bag works nicely.)

Even a klutz can make 
speedy work of these sim- 
ple repairs and save $20.- 
to $75. 

Inaccurate oven tempera- 
ture? Cookies that bake 
Repairs too quickly or a roast that 
browns too slowly may be 
due to an improperly set 
oven thermostat. Check 
your oven's temperature 



by placing an oven ther- 
mometer (sold at discount 
stores) in the center of 
your oven. Set the oven at 
350 degrees for 20 min- 
utes. If there's more than 
10 degrees difference, ad- 
just the oven thermostat. 
Here's how. Remove the 
oven temperature-control 
knob. On many ovens, 



there'll either be a dial 
under the knob that 
shows how to reset the 
temperature or a disc 
located under or on the 
back of the knob. Loosen 
the screw and move the 
disc counter clockwise to 
raise the temperature, 
clockwise to lower It Each 
notch on the disc repre- 



sents a 10 degrees change. 
Tighten the screw and put 
the knob back on. 

Broken or loose knobs 
You don't have to go to 
the manufacturer for re- 
placement knobs. Buy 
generic knobs at your lo- 
cal hardware or discount 
store. They fit most stoves. 



Faulty stove Burner 

You may save the cost of a 
repair call if you can diag- 
nose this one yourself. 
Turn off the stove and pull 
the suspect electric burner 
from its outlet Switch It 
with another burner of the 
same size that works. Now 
turn on the stove. If the 
suspect burner still 
doesn't work but the good 
burner does, replace the 
suspect burner. (Replace- 
ments are sold at 
appliance-parts stores.) If 
the suspect burner works, 
but the good one doesn't 
then call a pro because 
the range needs repair. 



Garbage disposal that 
stops working 
If it's humming but not 
running, something is 
caught in Its jaws. Turn 
the disposal off. Pull apart 
the rubber gasket (if yours 
has one) at the sink 
level(DO NOT reach into 
the disposal with your 
hand) and shine a flash- 
light down there to find 
the obstruction. Free It 
with tongs. If the disposal 
has simply stopped run- 
ning push the reset button 
located on the tank un- 
derneath the sink, 
Gum In Carpet 
Forget the ice cube rou- 



tine. Whether It just hap- 
pened or the gum has 
been there who knows 
how long, clean it with an 
all purpose adhesive re- 
mover such as Motsen- 
bocker's Uft Off, testing 
first in a a corner. Put 
some on the gum and use 
a cloth to work It out. This 
also gets rid of other nui- 
sances such as candle wax 
and road tar. 
Stubborn fireplace- 
Screen Pulley 
Hard-to-open-or-close 
screens may just need a 
little lubrication. Spray 
the pulley chain with 
WD-40. If it still sticks, the 



mechanism is probably 
bent out of shape. Simply 
take it off, throw it away, 
and operate the screen by 
hand. 
No scent 

What's the point of a 
cedar chest ( or closet, or 
drawer) if the moths can't 
smell the cedar? To re- 
store the scent, lightly 
sand the cedar wood with 
a fine-grade sandpaper. 
Vacuum up the dust and 
wipe the Inside with a 
tack cloth. 
Loose chair rung 
Repair is just a squirt 
away. The cause: dried- 
out, shrunken wood at the 



joints where the rung 
meets the legs. The repair: 
squirt hot water or Chair 
Loc (sold at paint stores) 
into the joints. 
Missing wood knobs 
Matching the existing 
knobs may be impossible, 
so replace all with a set of 
new knobs. Just unscrew 
the old ones and take one 
with you to a paint store or 
home center to make sure 
screw holes match In your 
replacement choice. 
Choose metal or porce- 
lain Instead of wood and 
you won't have to worry 
about matching the fur- 
nitures finish.

Fall is perfect time for fertilizing 



Most homeowners 
fertilize their yards and gar- 
dens in the spring, but fall 
is actually the best time to 
perform this task. The re- 
wards of fall fertilizing arc 
beautiful lawns, bright 
flowers and juicy vegeta- 
bles, as well as a revitalized 
yard that's ready for the rig- 
ors of the coming winter. 
Extend the Flowering Sea- 
son 

Geraniums, marigolds 
and other summer annuals 
return to peak form in early 
autumn when temperatures 
begin to cool. Fertilizing in 
fall will help keep annuals 
in bloom right up to the 
first killing frost. A sprin- 
kling of a complete garden 
fertilizer — one that is rich n 
nitrogen, phosphorous and 
potassium — will do the 
trick. 
Fall Perennials 

Hardy chrysanthemums 
and asters are among the 
flowering perennials that 
help make autumn such a 
colorful season. Give them 
an extra spurt by fertilizing 
when buds swell and begin 
to show color. This will 
keep plants looking their 
best until their blooms fi- 
nally fade. 
Harvesting Vegetables 

Backyard gardeners usu- 
ally associate fresh vegeta- 
bles with summer. But au- 
tumn, too, is a season of 
rich harvests. During the 
first few weeks, gardeners 
can still pick tomatoes, 
squashes and other warm- 
season vegetables. Cool- 
loving broccoli and brusscl 
sprouts may be harvested 
later. To keep plants pro- 
ductive, apply a side dress- 



ing of fertilizer in very early 
fall. 

Use an all natural for- 
mula fertilizer to do this job 
in the vegetable garden as it 
is free of man-made chemi- 
cals and makes for home- 
grown produce that can be . 
eaten without worry. 
Cool-Season Crops 

Crops such as spinach, 
lettuce, radish and peas can 
be down in autumn, espe- 
cially in regions where 
winters are relatively mild 
and cool. Prepare the plant- 
ing bed by mixing in some 
compost and vcrmiculile. 
Then spread two to three 
pounds of garden fertilizer 
for every 100 feet of soil. 
The fertilizer pellets should 
be worked into the top three 
to four inches of the garden. 



Planting Bulbs 

Fall is the season to 
plant tulips, daffodils and 
other spring-flowering 
bulbs. Fertile soil enhances 
the quality of first-year 
blooms. It is best to sprin- 
kle the bottom of the 
planting area — eight inches 
deep for large bulbs like 
tulips, five inches for small 
ones like croucuses — with 
an organic garden fertilizer. 
Previous bulk plantings 
can be encouraged to peren- 
nial ize, or come up year af- 
ter year, by fertilizing them 
each fall. Simply scatter 
feed over the top of the soil. 
Since bulk foilage tends to 
disappear over summer, use 
small wooden markers to 
locate the bulbs. 
Lawn Patching 



The heat and recreational 
activities of summer can 
take their toll on a lawn. 
Autumn is the perfect time 
to do some repairs, and pre- 
pare the lawn for the rigors 
of winter. 

Bare or dead patches over 
eight inches across must be 
reseeded. Clear die spot of 
dead grass, being sure to 
remove any sickly sprigs 
along the edge, then loosen 
the soil to a depth of about 
six inches, digging in some 
vcrmiculile at the same 
time. (If the patch was 
caused by pet urine or 
spilled gasoline, replace the 
polluted soil with some- 
thing fresh.) 

Now the patch is ready 
for fertilizing. For estab- 
lished lawns, a specially 



formulated turf feed is the 
right choice. After working 
some pellets into the top 
few inches, tamp the mix 
down by foot, make the 
spot level and even with the 
surrounding soil. 

Carefully sprinkle the 
grass seed over the patch at 
a rate of eight to 10 seed per 
square inch. Use a fine mist 



to keep soil moist until the 
new grass becomes estab- 
lished. 

Annuals and perennials. 
Vegetables, bulbs, and 
lawns. Autumn is clearly an 
important season for tend- 
ing to the yard and garden. 
And proper fertilizing is the 
key to success.

Looking for something 
to do on a rainy day this 
fall, try organizing spare 
keys, mops and brooms in 
one neat place in the 
laundry room, basement 
or spare closet 

Supplies needed are: 

Old wood strip— one 
inch by two inches, paint 
remover, rasp, sandpaper, 
drill, stain, finish, 
hammer and awl, three 
screws and three plastic 
wall anchors, nails — 
number and size are up to 
you. 

1. Saw wood to a length 
of 22 inches (or whatever 



length you will need). 

2. If you use an old 
painted piece of wood, 
remove the paint With 
paint and varnish 
remover. 

3. File rough edges 
with rasp and smooth 
with sandpaper. 

4. Drill three holes 
slightly smaller than 
screw widths, one at each 
end about two inches in 
from the ends and one at 
dead center. 

5. Stain the wood. 

6. Finish with 
polyure thane. 



7. With hammer and 
awl, make three pilot 
holes in wall that align 
with the holes drilled into 
the wood strip. Put in 
plastic anchors. Screw 
wood strip to wall. 

8. At one end, attach 
screw type hooks to the 
strip for keys for back 
door, garage door, and 
nearby window locks. At 
regular intervals, hammer 
in nails to hold a mop or 
broom in inverted 
position. Two nails about 
one inch apart are needed 
for each item.

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Lawn make-overs can be simple this fall 



Chances arc another 
long, hot summer has 
taken its toll on your turf.

fected area to form 
grooves in the soil surface.

and create a new one; 
overseeding will do the 
job. It's the best way to 
thicken a lawn or in- 
troduce new varieties of 
grass. For northern and 
southern lawns, oversecd 
in the fall, about six weeks 
before the first frost 

Begin the task of over- 
seeding by removing 
thatch and weeds with a 
power rake, turf thinner, 
dethatcher or vertical 
mower. These tools tear 
out weeds and thatch, but 
leave the grass Intact 
They also cut shallow 
grooves In the soil that 
will catch newly- sown 
seed and speed germina- 
tion. 

Use a cyclone or drop 



spreader to overseed large 
areas. Go over the area 
several times In different 
directions for even cover- 
age. You will need to use 
approximately two to 
three pounds of seed for 
every 1,000 square feet. 
Rake lightly until the 
seeds are barely covered 
by the soil. 

Occasional sprinklings 
of water will be needed to 
keep the soil surface moist 
until the new grass be- 
comes established. A light 
mulch of weed-free straw 
will help retain moisture. 

Establishing a lawn in 
fall gives grass adequate 
time to prepare for sum- 
mer heat and drought 
conditions next year.
